Sentimentality apart, 


this is nn enormous waste of material, when It 
Is recalled that the trees serve no economic pur- 
pose, and the majority of them furnish fuel for 
bonfires on vacant lots two weeks after tho hol- 
iday. 


It is an expensive proposition considered In any 


light. 
First comes tho cost of sending men Into 


regions where the trees grow. They arc experts. 
They are able to al/c up the marketable value of 
ii patch of woods after a day's tramp through 
Ilium. 
Then comes the cost of cutting, stump- 


sine, hauling ami shipping to destination.

that. It Is mainly a matter for the retail dealers, 
who' buy trees either an they stand In the for- 
ests, or at the freight yards in the cities to. which 
they are eonsiyned. 


Tho small dealer must nirtke his 
profit.

tacks on an extra price which the consumer must 
pay. 
Then comes the expense of decorating the 


Ki'i'Otiwdod with tinsel and glistening ornaments. 
This casts a. little fortune in itself. 
Finally. It 


Is usual to pay the ashman to carl the tree away, 
after the holidays aro over. 


It has been estimated that from first to last, from 


thu time that the seedling Is plant- 
ed Iti the soft, friable soil, to t'.ie mo- 
ment it returns to Its primal element, 
the dust, as a handful of embers on 
tho city lot, :i Christmas troo rep- 
resents a money valuation of $-5.

HOO.OOO nnminlly. 
Of course, this 


figure is purely Imaginary. The trees 
do not actually catisu thnt amount 
of money to change hands In a sim- 
ple buying and soiling transaction. 
Hut there Is actually that much losa 
to the regions which supply trees. 


If all the trees In nn average load- 


ed lint car were to be stood upon 
their butts. In the natural \yay 
in 


which they would grow, they would 
cover n ten-acre lot. Multiply this 
by 1.000 ami the amount of timber 
stripped annually from the hills will 
become apparent at ouce. 


Just at this time of the year the 


Christmas tree Industry Is In Its most 
flourls'.'iiiig condition. All of the trees 
for this year's market have been 
cut. Many of them are in transit, but 
some of them "are even now stand- 
Ing In the freight yards of the rail- 
roads, waiting for the retail dealers 
to purchase them. 


Dealers nre gradually awakening 


to tho fact thnt it is better to ship 
their trees early, sail them all nt n 
low price, ami save tho trouble and 
expense of remaining a long time in 
the city bartering their wares. 


The dealers In Christmas trees nro 


types. They are all queer characters. 
You cannot pick out one that has not 
some peculiarity. 
As In nil trades, 


there nre tricks to the business 
of 


buying and selling Christmas trees. 


You would think that the disposal 


of a car load of railroad ties, with a 
layer of trees plied on top, to an un- 
wary customer, would bar tho denl- 


ei'H from coming again 
to 
the 
spot 
where

such deception. 


Yet it never does.

lars and visit the freight yards with their teams, 
buying the trees in less than carload lots. In this 
way they can see just what, they arc getting. 
Most of them are shrewd fellows, and drive 
a 


hard bargain. 
Your upcounlryman Is ofttimes as- 


shrewd, however, as the "piker" dealer, and many 
amusing hours may be spent 
frequenting 
the 


freight yards in the railroads where the trees ure 
stacked or exhibited for sale. 


Each year there arc many new additions to 


the cciraiiany of dealers. 
The lure of the adven- 


ture, the chaneo to realize money upon an invest- 
ment thnt is practically certain to bring a 50 per 
cent, return, attracts many to the business. Trees 
can be purchased in half carload lots, or even In 
hundred lots for about 60 cents apiece. If they 
can be sold for a dollar, or'perhaps more, .the 
chance to make money quickly is Irresistible to 
ninny Investors. 


Not always does the Investor succeed. 
His 


fingers are sometimes pretty bad!}' burned. 
The 


market may be glutted, he may have a rival on the 
next corner, or perhaps his trees are not sufficient- 
ly attractive to cause the public to patronize him. 
Perhaps lie has hold off, waiting .for better prices, 
till the last moment, and finds himselt with half 
a hundred spruce on his hands, .which he must 
dispose of. as best he may. 


Usually,"however, the business Is lucrative. The 


wise dealer buys trees in hundred lots, peddles 
them out quickly, and comes back for more..- Ho 
does not vjiit for high prices, but sells bis trees 
for whal ne can get.

J300.00 a year;, and to maintain two 
independent lines between the Electric 
& Water Oomptvny and the pnmping 
station. 


The Electric & Water Company 


never lived np to this contract; they

DYING, THINKS OF NATIVES! 


Fearing They Might Be Accused of 


Poisoning Him, Missionary Ab- 


solves Them In Diary. 


London.—The details of the death 


of Elder Davis, an American Seventh- 
buy Adventlst missionary, reported to 
have been poisoned by tie natives, on 
Uie Brazilian frontier, have been re- 
ceived here, and, according to them, 
the missionary died a natural death 
after a heroic struggle against fever. 


The truth of the fate of the mis- 


sionary was learned by an expedition 
dispatched for that purpose by G. 
Dluklago, a gold prospector. The par- 
ty reported that Elder 
Davis 
was 


stricken with fever during the course 
ot n cUftlcult Journey which he had un- 
dertaken through the hinterland.. The 
party brought back tao deceased's be- 
longings. Including a diary which he 
had kept until he was too weak to 
hold the pen any longer. 


The diary tells a thrilling and pa- 


thetic story. According to the. diary, 
his missionary tour began under the 
most tavoraole auspices, the [ndhms 
receiving him - with such cordiality, 
that he soon succeeded in founding 
three mission settlements. 


In the midst of his success he -was 


stricken with fever. The .last entry 
In the diary was dated July 23. and 
ho died. July 30. Evidently realizing 
lhat the end was approaching, Mr. 
Davis, on the 23d .of July, dictated to 
a companion words to the effect that 
his death was due to fever, and that 
there was no shadow 
or trace ot
